HAT is “The Farm Problem?” Mainly, it’s government. 

The Farm Problem should bear the slogan “Made in 
Washington.” In Congress the “I’m-for-the-farmer” dema- 
gogues have muddled and messed up the farm program until 
it now constitutes a program of planned poverty and social- 
istic stupidity endangering the American way of life. 

There are also some I'm-for-the-farmer demagogues head- 
ing farm publications and farm organizations. One excep- 
tion, however, is the American Farm Bureau Federation, 
one of the most patriotic, sound, farseeing organizations in 
the nation. It puts the good of the nation ahead of short- 
term selfish advantages for farmers. Charles Shuman, its 
president, sounds this warning: “It is natural for many 
politicians to favor programs which put them in the position 
of dispensing favors to farmers. Years ago it was free 
garden seeds; today it is ACP payments; tomorrow it may 
be monthly checks from the U. S. Treasury. 

“Production or income payment schemes similar to the 
old Brannan plan are being revived by members of Congress 
who finally recognize the failure of the price fixing and 
control programs of the past. However, these congressmen 
refuse to face the fact that there is no way to keep farmers 
dependent on political action for a large portion of their 
income.” 

Get Right, or Get Revenge? 

Left-winger Hubert Humphrey and right-winger Herman 
Talmadge are reportedly brewing a new Brannan plan for 
the next Congress. Their plan, like the Brannan plan, 
will guarantee high prices to farmers, low prices to con- 
sumers, and won't cost anybody anything. Perhaps the 
best explanation of it is the old story about the horsetrader 
who had a cow for sale: 

“This here’s the milkingnest cow ever been in these parts” 
he told his farmer prospect. 

“My wife and five children get all the milk and butter 
we can possibly use,” he said. 

No sign of interest by the farmer. 

“And my brother and his wife, mother and six children 
down the road—we give them all the milk and butter they 
need.” 

Still no sign of interest. 

“See them shoats over there? All raised on milk slop!” 

“Gee, that cow must eat an awful lot of feed!” replied the 
farmer. 

“Naw, that's the best part of all, Don’t eat no feed a “tall. 
She just sucks herself!” 

The Brannan-type scheme, like its less idiotic predecessors, 
is not a farm program: They're all revenge against the other 
subsidized segments of our economy. 

The whitewashing, two-wrongs-make-a-right, sweep-the- 
dirt-under-the-rug approach cannot possibly solve the farm 
problem. The present farm program is indefensible. De- 
fenders of the farm program try to justify farm subsidies by 
listing subsidies other groups get: airlines, steamships, postal 
subsidies, rivers and harbors, minimum wage, unemploy- 
ment compensation, veterans benefits, foreign aid, etc. I'm 
for ending most of those subsidies. Subsidies should be 
given temporarily and only to those who need and deserve 
them. I think the post office should pay its own way and

that FARM AND RANCH should pay its share. If we can't 
pay our own way we neither want nor deserve to be in 
business. 

In his new book, The Great Farm Problem, William 
H. Peterson comes up with these recommendations: 

“1. Discontinue all price supports and guarantees, as well 
as all acreage and marketing controls, at the expiration of 
current contracts. 

2. Sell all government farm inventories and contingent 
liabilities back to farmers and farmer groups, no matter how 
low the price or how great the ‘loss.’ 

3. Dissolve the Commodity Credit Corporation. 

4. Drop all government lending activities to farmers, from 
the Farmers Home Administration to the Rural Electrifica- 
tion Administration. 

5. Stop all overseas surplus farm disposal activities. 

6. Dismantle all government farm-storage, reclamation, 
insurance, irrigation, conservation, and distribution pro- 
grams, which includes everything from the Federal Crop 
Insurance Corporation to the School Lunch Program. 

7. Withdraw from all international commodity agree- 
ments, including the International Wheat Agreement and 
the International Sugar Agreement. 

8. Eliminate tax favoritism of cooperatives, putting them 
on a co-equal tax status with corporations. 

9. Make American capitalism as free and thereby as 
strong as possible. This involves the progressive abandon- 
ment of statism, not only in agriculture, but in every phase 
of American industry. It means a drastic cutback in federal 
spending and a lifting of the tax burden from American tax- 
payers, both individuals and corporations. It means the crea- 
tion of a better business climate. It means the recognition of 
the American farmer as a businessman capable of taking 
care of himself. It means the unimpeded evolution of mass 
production, low cost, possible corporate farming to restore 
agriculture’s competitive position vis-a-vis foreign and syn- 
thetic markets, and, by reducing food and fiber costs, it 
means raising American living standards to a level never be- 
fore reached.” 


Dangerous Servant, Fearful Master 


I agree with Mr. Peterson’s goal: get the government out. 
However, I think his proposals might be too drastic in that 
they don’t allow any period for readjustment. Maybe gradual 
disposal of the surplus here and abroad would be better. But 
I would go even further than he does in getting the Federal 
Government out: 

Return to state and local governments the responsibility to 
furnish their own educational services—Extension and Vo- 
cational Agriculture programs. Maintain only a skeleton 
USDA to concentrate mainly on research and marketing and 
as a standby for real national emergencies. 

We can’t have government control and freedom. The 
Supreme Court has stated that what the government sub- 
sidizes it must control. Government intervention in farm- 
ing is but a phase of general intervention or statism. Inter- 
vention breeds intervention. As Washington warned: Gov- 
ernment is “like fire, a dangerous servant and a fearful 
master.”

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GA FOR MILO? Gibberellic acid can make 
sorghum plants grow taller and yield 
twice as much forage, Tenn. Exp. Sta. 
Scientist “Lloyd F. Seatz has found. How- 
ever, it looks doubtful that the extra 
forage produced by spraying was worth- 
while. It would probably take heavy in- 
creases in the yield of grain to pay the 
expense of the chemical spray. 


FIBER GLASS REINFORCEMENT can make poly=- 
ethelene plastic construction longer 
lasting, believes E. M. Emmert, developer 
of pioneer plastic greenhouses in Ken- 
tucky. And it's only slightly more ex- 
pensive than regular polyethelene. 

Why not have your own greenhouse, 
covered with low-cost plastic? At a cost 
of about $44 for materials you should be 
able to build your own 9'xl2' green- 
house from plans available from Texas 
A&M College.Plastic has to be replaced 
about every six months, however. House 
can be heated if needed, with small, 5= 
kilowatt electric heater. 


TWO “NEW” housefly repellents you may be 
hearing more about are Phillips 1207 and 
1555. Okla. Exp. Sta. has found them 
very “promising” in keeping flies away 
from buildings, and animals. Apparently 
they can even be used as a spray for 
milk cows without danger of the residue 
getting in the milk. More tests are 
needed, however. 





WANT SOMETHING else to worry about? Try 
it with radioactive fallout in farming 
areas—especially in the vicinity of 
uranium mills. U.S. Food and Drug Adm. 
evidence is indicating that it may be 
more of a problem than had been prev- 
iously admitted. It's nothing to get ex- 
cited about now, but FDA's sampling of 
crops in some areas show strontium 90 
concentration higher than considered 
permissible for human consumption. 

It's livestock that eat the hay that 
FDA tested, of course, and the cow's 
body can filter out nearly all of the 
strontium. 


A FAMILY’S MONTHLY FOOD BASKET costs $5 
less now than in 1952, reports the Gro- 
cery Manufacturers of America . . . while 
in that same period the over-all cost-of- 
living index went up 9%.

THE REDWING BLACKBIRD is the limiting 
factor to grain sorghum production in 
many marsh sections, says H. S. Mosby, 
wildlife specialist at Va. Exp. Sta., 
Blacksburg. After grain sorghum the pests 
like corn and peanuts best. They de- 
stroyed 3.6 bu. per acre on one 55-acre 
cornfield in that state. Treatment: 
Shotguns and firecracker frighteners. 


GRAIN SURPLUS STORAGE is now costing tax- 


payers $1.3 million a day—will cost $1.6 
million a day after this year's crop. 


U.S. ANNUAL FARM OUTPUT has increased 50% 
in the past 20 years, with one-third 
fewer workers using more machines to 
farm fewer acres. 


NARROW ROWS FOR MiiO. Exp. Sta. at 
Temple, Tex. got 3-ton-per-acre yields 
from grain sorghum planted in 30-inch 
rows (1 ton is considered good for the 
area, without irrigation). Under same 
conditions 10-, 20- and 40-inch rows gave 
lower yields. But at McGregor, 100 miles 
away, yield was as high as 4 tons per 
acre in 12-inch rows. 

Early planting (before April 15) at 
the A station saved milo from sor- 
ghum midge; later-planted crop was com- 
pletely destroyed. 


GEORGIA’S ANSWER to trade barriers 
erected by Florida and California against 
the sale of broilers grown in other 
states was a proposal by Ag Commissioner 
Phil Campbell to charge a nickel-a-crate 
"inspection tax" on all citrus shipped to 
Georgia. 


VERTICAL MULCHING? It's the new practice 
of blowing chopped forage into a deep 
(about 24 inch) subsoil trench. In first 
tests at Tex. Exp. Sta. near Amarillo, 
it has been highly effective in getting 
rainfall to penetrate soils where water 
normally runs off easily. However, on 
the soils at the station, deep disking 
(to 24 inches) has been even more effec- 
tive so far in getting water penetration. 
Conventional deep chiseling (subsoiling) 
has been only slightly effective.

@ Farmers look to 1960 


@ Controlled growth, fruiting and maturity ahead? 


IN ONLY a little while, before the 1959 
cotton crop is even harvested, farmers 
will be considering their 1960 operation. 
When the next crop estimate is made, the De- 
partment of Agriculture will make its 
estimates as to domestic consumption 
both for this year and next and will de- 
termine how much incentive it will offer 
Choice B farmers in 1960. It appears that 
the offtake this season will just about 
balance out the production. This leaves 
the supply situation in no worse shape 
than it was when Choice B farmers were 
offered a 40% acreage increase for ac- 
cepting price supports 15 parity per- 
centage points below their Choice A 
brethren. 





IT SHOULD FOLLOW THEN, or so it seems, 
that farmers should be rewarded with the 
Same acreage increase in 1960, especially 
Since the B supports will be 60% of pari- 
ty compared with 65% this year, and the 

A purchase price will be 75% instead of 
The number of Choice B farmers this year 
was so small, their contribution to the 
crop was of insufficient volume to be a 
major market factor. 


CAN DEPARTMENT OF AGRICULTURE afford to 
risk heavy over-production by maintain- 
ing the 40% acreage bonus? What percent- 
age is necessary to lure about the same 
number into the B program as participated 
this year? 


THE DEPARTMENT IS SILENT on its proposals, 
but members of Congress, especially those 
who are charged with developing farm pro- 
grams, are plainly and openly worried. 
Should the bonus be reduced to 20%? 25%? 
30%? Or should it stay at 40% on the long 
chance that 1960 might not, after all, 

be a good crop year? 


THE ANSWER is close at hand. Whatever it 
is, consider it carefully before making 
a choice. There will be plenty of time, 
and the deal that looks good this fall 
may be most unattractive by spring. But 
the success of B farmers this year will 
carry influence with other farmers in 
1960. Maybe too much. 
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@ High prices for low grade cottons 


AN EFFORT IS BEING MADE to skip the Choice 
program in 1960 and make the program de- 
Signed for 1961 effective a year early. 
The 1961 program eliminates the choice, 
sets a single price support of 70% of 
parity, and moves the parity base from 
Middling 7/8 inch to the average grade 
and staple—about Strict Low Middling 
plus, 1-1/32 inches. The CCC resale price 
goes to 115% of the loan. This spread of 
15%, it is argued, would permit price 
fluctuations according to the supply and 
demand, would require hedging by ship- 
pers, merchants and mills, and would 
restore the marketing function of the fu- 
tures exchanges. 

The proposal is, naturally enough, 
being urged by the exchanges, which are 
rapidly going broke as the result of the 
present program. They cannot, they in- 
Sist, exist another year under present 
conditions. Legislation is required; leg- 
islation that would come after farmers 
have voted on a choice program in De- 
cember. Success of getting the plan 
adopted is improbable but NOT impossible. 
Choice A farmers may be so disgusted with 
their experiences that they will join 
in urging the change. Stranger things 
have happened. 


USDA IS QUITE EXCITED about its discovery 
that it can change the growth pattern of 
plants by applications of light from the 
red side of the spectrum. The possibili- 
ties of 22RD isin growth, uniform 
fruiting and maturity are suggested as 
among the uses to which the discovery 
can be put. 


HIGH PRICES FOR LOW GRADE COTTONS early 
this season will be reflected in the loan 
differences in 1960. The loan pattern is 
made up by average prices on the 14 des- 
ignated spot markets this season. Farmers 
have complained that the discounts for 
the low grades have been too great. If 
the present pattern of harvest is car- 
ried out, many high grades, few low 
grades, the values of low and high grades 
will work closer together. Bad weather 
before the harvest is finished would in- 
crease the number of low grades and bring 
a lowering of prices. 
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WHEEL-TRACK PLANTER AND WEED KILLER CUTS HIS COSTS 


C. F. Boon, of Lowpoint, Illinois, saves time and money 
with this combination seeder and weed-killer setup. He 
built a special axle extension to place the tractor’s front 
wheels 120 inches apart. The rear wheels are 40 inches 
apart. His four-row planter places the seed in the wheel 
tracks.

NE thing sure about the grain crop that’s in bulging 

bins all over the country this winter, and the one that'll 
be coming in next summer: There’s a heap of it, and it’s 
cheap. Less certain, but probable: It'll be still cheaper next 
Summer, 

National carryover of feed grains from this year’s crop 
is now estimated at 68 million tons. That means there’s 
15% more grain for livestock and poultry feeding over the 
country than there was a year ago. There’s 369 million 
bushels of oats (it was 325 million last year); 193 million 
bushels of barley (it was 168 million last year) and 500 
million bushels of sorghum grain (309 million last year). 

Support prices for the “incidental” feed grains—barley, 
oats and milo (grain sorghum)—won't be announced for the 
1960 crop for several months yet. And they'll be what sets 
the prices for the crop. But Secretary Benson shows every 
inclination to keep on edging price supports lower for all 
feed grains. : 

But one encouraging thing has been happening this year: 
Despite the mountains of grain produced, cash prices re- 
ceived by farmers for grain have stayed fairly high. Gen- 
erally, they've stayed fairly well above the weak support 
level, and sometimes even a little higher than last year. 

In Central Texas’ grain sorghum belt during this summer’s 
harvest, for example, going cash prices for field-dry milo 
often ran above $1.60. But local support level was less than 
$1.50. At some points in Oklahoma, elevators bought oats 
for 60 to 70 cents; support level was less than 50 cents. 

Even so, those were-mighty cheap prices compared with 
what the grains are actually worth. Arkansas Experiment 
Station helped prove it this year by a new comparison of the 
actual feeding value of grains. And researcher Paul Noland 
did it with fattening hogs—about the toughest kind of ani- 
mal to satisfy with any grain except corn. (With brood sows 
and with cattle, of course, these other feed grains—oats, 
milo, barley—generally have even higher feeding value.) 

Some of the things he found, while shelled corn was 
worth about $1.13 a bushel: 

@ Oats make slower pork gains, of course. When they’re

used as the only grain in an otherwise well-balanced ration 
it takes hogs a few weeks longer to fatten out than when 
they get corn as the grain. 

And it takes more pounds of oats than pounds of corn to 
put on a hundred pounds of pork, of course. (It took as 
much as 137 pounds of oats to equal 100 pounds of corn as 
the grain for hogs.) 

But even that would still make oats worth at least 90 
cents a bushel as a hog feed, when corn is $1.13 a bushel! 

(Note: In table at bottom of page, figures for feed values 
are based on rule-of-thumb averages for all kinds of live- 
stock and poultry feeds; as the Arkansas experiments show, 
actual values are often much higher.) 

@ Barley scores much better, judging from the Arkansas 
trails. Hogs gained almost as fast on it, as the major grain 
or the only grain, as on corn. (Some expert hog producers 
claim barley-fed pork is much superior to corn-fed pork.) 

It does take as much as 118 pounds of barley to equal 100 
pounds of corn for fattening hogs, but that still makes barley 
worth at least $1.02 a bushel! Average support level for it 
this year was 77 cents. 

@ Milo produced gains even faster than corn in the 
Arkansas tests, and was almost as good as corn, pound for 
pound. It took 107 pounds of milo to equal 100 pounds 
of corn when milo was used as the only grain. 

That would make milo worth at least $1.86 per hundred 
pounds. Yet the actual support price this season in some 
areas figured out to only about $1.30. 

When some of the hogs were slaughtered, there were some 
differences in dressing percent, etc. between hogs fed the 
different grains—but not much. Dressing percent was a 
little higher for the corn-fed hogs than for the hogs that 
got the other grains. But hogs fed on oats, milo or barley 
measured about as well or better than the corn-fed hogs in 
backfat thickness and percent of the five primal cuts (ham, 
loin, Boston butt, picnic and bacon side). 

That's proof, again, that if you could market your feed 
grains for what they're really worth, you'd have a lot more 
to show for the crop.

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N three years, Bonnie Mitchell, near Spanish Fort, 

Tex., tripled his yield of milo—and proved to him- 
self that mulching with vetch to get better row-crop 
yields really works. 

Mitchell saw a demonstration of this system with cot- 
ton at Clinton Harbers’ place at West Point, Tex. in 
1955. “But I didn’t want cotton,” he explains. “I 
needed feed—so I decided to try this same system with 
milo.” 

He went to the Soil Conservation Service for advice. 
Together they decided on hairy vetch because of its 
tolerance to the cold winters in north Texas. Soil 
samples showed that a 15-36-0 fertilizer should be used. 
So in the fall of 1955, Mitchell started his experiment 
with a 10-acre (out of 40) trial plot. He planted vetch 
in 20-inch rows on the sides of beds. The 10 acres 
were fertilized with 125 pounds of fertilizer per acre. 
About 10 days prior to planting milo, he cut the vetch 
loose from the sides of the beds, leaving it on top of 
the ground. Then he planted the entire 40 acres to com- 
bine milo. 

As the crop grew, he didn’t notice much difference 
in the 10 acres mulched with vetch. By harvesting time, 
though, everybody was interested in the outcome of his 
experiment. Mitchell invited neighboring farmers and 
businessmen to watch the combining and weighing. 

The 10 acres that had received the benefit of the 
legume and fertilizer produced 1,071 pounds per acre, 
while the untreated part used as a check averaged only 
793 pounds. The increase in yield paid for the vetch 
seed and fertilizer. 

In 1956, with only three inches of rain, Mitchell

showed a profit. “I figured that any system that would 
show a return with that amount of water ought to really 
do something in just an average year,” Mitchell says. 
“I was convinced I had something that would work for 
me.” 

That fall he borrowed the money to buy equipment 
for planting in 20-inch rows, and the disk bedders to go 
with the planter. He planted 125 acres to milo, and 
luckily, the rains were plentiful. And in 1957, the 
vetch made such a cover that the beds were completely 
covered. Milo was planted as late as June because of 
the spring rains, but at harvest time in September the 
crop weighed out 1,575 pounds of milo per acre—quite 
an increase over 1956. 

Considering that no program for soil improvement 
had ever been used before on his land—and that, too, 
it was on sandy upland soil where milo is not a popular 
crop—Mitchell thought 1957 was an extra good year 
After harvest, he shredded the stalks and ran a chisel 
under them and in the middles. Then the fields were 
bedded, and he planted vetch and fertilized again in 
September. 

Last year Mitchell used several of the new hybrid 
varieties of milo in addition to the variety he had al- 
ways used. The yields of the old variety increased to 
2,053 pounds per acre, while the hybrids averaged 2,167 
pounds, almost tripling the yields in three years. 

“We realize that in time production will level off,” 
Mitchell admits. “The amount of moisture we get will 
determine our yields. But I got what I started out to 
get .. . plenty of feed. So I'm going to continue with 
this system.”

Editor’s opinion: A bug or abortion? 


N. S. GARROTT has been lucky so 
far this fall. The weather has been 
staying fairly clear and dry. Else 
Jack Garrott’s 530 acres of potential 
two-bale-per-acre cotton in Critten- 
den County, Ark. would probably 
have been a total loss. As it is, he 
has been lucky; he'll lose only about 
$20,000 worth of cotton. 

Jack Garrott is no millionaire; he 
could have used that $20,000 worth 
of cotton. And the sad part, it was 
all for the want ef a few hundred 
dollars worth of insecticide, at most. 
Worse than that, it may have been 
all for the want of a little timing— 
using about the same amount of 
poison he did use, but doing it sooner. 

Because Jack Garrott’s cotton was 
just so much stalk and leaf until a 
few days after he finally did poison 
for bugs, in early August. Then, fin- 
ally, it did bloom abundantly and be- 
gan putting on a good crop, but that 
was a month late—a month after the 
crop should have put on; it wasn’t 
ready to begin picking until a month 
late. And it was about a half bale 
per acre less than he should have 
made, Garrott is sure. 

It was easy to see, early in the 
summer, that something was keeping 
Garrott’s cotton from blooming and 
squaring. He knew what was happen- 
ing to it—in July of this year and 
the summer before, as well. But Gar- 
rott didn’t know what was causing it. 
It won't happen again, he swears now. 
But that didn’t help this year’s crop. 

Because Garrott kept asking his 
state’s agricultural college “experts” 
what was keeping his cotton from 
fruiting. “It’s not insects,” they told 
him, when they had looked over his 
cotton. “Don’t poison now; it won't 
pay.” (It has long been the estab- 
lished “recommendation” in Arkansas 
that it doesn’t pay to poison until and 
unless boll weevils and bollworm 
counts become threateningly high. 
That means no poisoning in mid- 
summer. 

So Garrott didn’t poison. So, no 
cotton squares—until, in desperation, 
in early August, Garrott threw some 
of the cotton stalks into his car, drove 
across the Mississippi River and got 
the trouble diagnosed by an entomol- 


Ogist outside the state. The answer: 
plant bugs. 

That was when Garrott did begin 
poisoning in earnest, for the plant 
bugs that “weren’t there.” After the 
spraying, Garrott could pick up dead 
bugs by the bucketful between the 
rows. Later, Garrott also asked two 
more of the country’s top cotton en- 
tomologists about it. They agreed: 
plant bugs—not a very widespread in- 
sect problem, but widespread enough 
on Garrott’s cotton, and likely to pop 
out any year on rank cotton like Gar- 
rott’s 1958 and 1959 cotton. 

As far as Arkansas “experts” are 
concerned, however, the bugs still 
have never existed on Garrott’s place. 
Officially, it was a “physiological con- 
dition” that caused it—sort of a plant 
abortion. 

Farm magazine editors can be 
wrong, of course. So can anyone else 
—anyone, that is, except state agri- 
cultural college “experts”. At least, 
some of them seem to think so. When 
one of the Agricultural Extension or 
State experiment station “experts” has 
issued a “recommendation,” in those 
cases, it becomes—as far as he’s con- 
cerned—as sacred as motherhood. 

Fortunately, this “l-have-spoken” 
sanctimony at the states’ agricultural 
colleges is rare—and getting rarer. 
FARM AND RANCH certainly has no 
quarrel with Agricultural Extension 
Service or state experiment stations. 
They’re often staffed by some of the 
most far-sighted, hard-working, level- 
headed, dedicated men in the country 
—worth many times the small amount 
they cost taxpayers. 

But even one Jimmie Hoffa in one 
agricultural college “barrel” is too 
many. And when all his cohorts are 
obliged to close ranks behind him to 
maintain Teamsters’ Union-like soli- 
darity, they undo much of the im- 
measurable good they may have done 
before. 

And if one stiff neck—under one 
hard agricultural college head—did 
indeed compound an understandable 
human error or simple inability to 
diagnose a difficult problem into a 
$20,000 error just on one farm, noth- 
ing his college may have done before 
quite excuses it.

ROTATIONAL GRAZING coupled with early planting is 
what it takes to get most out of small grain- 
legume winter pasture, judging from Okla. Exp. 
Sta. tests. Under the fairly low rainfall con- 
ditions the station averages a little more 
than one steer (450 to 750 pounds) per acre on 
rye-oats-vetch pasture—grazed from November 
through May. Average daily gain has run 1.6 
pounds per steer for the 140-day period. They 
got faster gains, however, with a shorter (60- 
day) grazing period. 














YOU CAN EXPECT a lot more beef to be on the market 
during the next few months than normal, pre- 
dicts Eugene Gambill, Agricultural Economist 
for Univ. of Tenn. Gambill believes that 
prices for feeder steers and calves will be 
steady this fall, but a heavy run of slaughter 
cattle drive fat beef prices down some. 

Gambill adds that Slaughter of fat cattle 
will probably be higher during 1960 than any 
time since 1956—mostly the result of the 
big supply of feed grain over the country. 

Not only will more cattle probably be fed 
next year, Gambill predicts, but they will 
probably be marketed at heavier weights than 
in past years. That's also due to the larger 
supply of grain. This year, carcass weights 
of all cattle slaughtered over the country 
are averaging about 40 pounds more than last 
year's averages.

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Sudan 
poops out? 


Green chop it! 


One spring season's experience 
with green chop (zero pasture) has 
made a believer out of Ed Pudlic. He's 
manager of an 80- Holstein operation 
on Kallgren Farms, near Everton, in 
Dade County, Mo. 

In 1958, Pudlic had 54 acres seeded

The 54 acres lasted only a week for 
the 60 cows which were producing 
milk. And the herd grazed the Sudan 
down so severely that it hardly re- 
covered during tne rest of the sum- 
mer growing season. (The Kallgren 
herd—averaging 11,000 pounds of 


milk and 430 pounds of butterfat— 
needs plenty of good roughage to keep 
up that record.) 

By contrast, Pudlic seeded 17 acres 
to Sudan this year when he started his 
green-chop operation. He started 


to Sudan for spring and summer graz- 
ing. After waiting until the initial 
Sudan growth was knee high, he turn- 
ed his herd of high-producing Hol- 
steins in on the several different pas- 
tures. 


chopping when the Sudan was knee- 
high and fed his herd—still 60 pro- 
ducing cows—for three weeks. 

At the end of this time, he had 
covered about half of the field. He 
had to cut the rest of the pasture for 
hay for his beef cattle herd; it had 
become so coarse that his dairy herd 
wouldn’t eat it well. 

Both 1958 and 1959 had similar 
spring seasons. Plenty of moisture 
was available each year to get the 
Sudan off to a good start.

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Contract grazing: 
What's it worth? 


WITH CATTLE prices and outlook 
what they’ve been this season and 
last, contract grazing (furnishing graz- 
ing on small grain pasture for so much 
per pound of gain made by the cattle) 
has looked safer to some crop farm- 
ers. In Central Texas, farmers with 
some winter grain good enough to 
graze have been taking on other cat- 
tlemen-farmers’ cattle at from 14 to 
16 cents per pound of gain made from 
the grazing. 


Texas Extension Economist C. H. 
Bates figures that usual gains on year- 
ling steers under these conditions have 
averaged from 1.5 to 1.75 pounds a 
day, and that it would generally take 
three acres of the small grain pasture 
for one steer—if the grazing lasted 
from about December | to the end 
of May. At that rate—and at an 
average charge of 15 cents per pound 
of gain—each acre of small grain 
would bring in about $14. 

Bates estimates that the gross re- 
turns per acre (value of the gains put 
on) from steers on this kind of graz- 
ing for this length of time would be 
about $21.60, with steers worth 24 
cents a pound. That’s $7.60 more 
per acre than the usual charge for con- 
tract grazing under the same condi- 
tions. 

With the pasture a little better, it 
takes only two acres of the small 
grain per steer, making each acre bring 
in about $20 from contract grazing-— 
or about $32 an acre in the actual 
value of the steer gains put on 


How much of that return is actual 
profit? Bates estimates that the aver- 
age out-of-pocket costs for getting an 
acre of small grain ready to graze in 
the Central Texas area would total 
about $13.20—$3.75 for tractor use 
for disking, fertilizing and drilling; 
$7.20 for the fertilizer itself; and $2.25 
for the seed oats, when that’s the grain 
that’s used. Net “profit”: about $6.80 
an acre. 


Tranquilizers: Better 
late than early 


A TRANQUILIZER produced best 
results during the last part of the fat- 
ening period in tests by Neil Bradley, 
livestock specialist, Kentucky Experi- 
ment Station. 

Steers fed the tranquilizers gained 
.31 pound more per head daily the 
last 84 days of the feeding period than 
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they did during the rest of the 189- 
day period. That was when the amount 
fed daily was 10 milligrams. A low 
level of the tranquilizer (2.5 mg.) in- 
creased late gains by .20 pound daily. 
There was no increase when 5 mg. 
were fed. For the entire 189 days of 
feeding only the 10 mg. produced a 
slight increase in daily gains. 

Bradley found that the cost of gain 
was 18.5 cents per pound with the 
tranquilizer — more than a cent a 
pound cheaper than when the ration 
contained only stilbestrol. 

Bradley isn’t ready, though, to say 
that tranquilizers are the thing to perk 
up gains and cut production costs. 


More about 
compressed cattle 


THE “watch-fob” cattle (extremely 
small type, “compressed” cattle) which 
some livestock shows made popular 
a few years ago now have another 
strike against them. At Texas Experi- 
ment Station at Spur, superintendent 
Paul Marion compared these cattle 
with large-type steers on the same feed 
for a full feeding period. He found 
that the compressed steers: 

@ Gained nearly a half pound less 
per head daily than the large-type 
steers. (That figured out to 125 pouncis 
less gain on grazing and 59 pounds less 
in the feedlot.) 

@ Cost about as much per pound 
of gain as the larger animals. 

@ Sold for about a cent a pound 
more than the large-framed steers. But 
Marion pointed out that they'd have 
had to sell for nearly five cents a 
pound more than the other steers to 
break even (because of their poorer 
gains).

O place is so welcome-warm as a farm kitchen on 

Thanksgiving Day! There's a smile on the face 
and a special glow in the heart from the joy of feasting to- 
gether around the harvest table. 

No matter how far from the homestead I travel, nor how 
long I stay, I delight all over again in the full life that a 
growing family leads on the farm. 

The Burkitts at Buckeye Farm in Davidson County, 
Tenn., are just such a family . . . filling every day with 
zestful fun and purposeful work. 

Brothers Lucien and Jack Burkitt raise fine Holstein cattle 
and registered Hampshire hogs on their 1,000-acre dairy 
farm. Their young wives and the three Burkitt sisters run 
their homes and freeze the season’s harvests of food. The 
delightful young’uns are proof that “on the farm the livin’ 
is good.” 


With all their doing, these busy women still find time 
for their church and their community. Jane Burkitt, Lucien’s 
wife, is the new PTA president at Antioch school and the 
fond-eyed mother of Hunter and Sue. Red-headed Sue 
showed her Holstein calf at the Tennessee State Fair and 
walked off with the blue ribbon for the state and fourth place 
in the United States competition. Andy, who is Jack and 
Ruth’s boy, took prizes for handicrafts. Proud 4-H’ers! 

I visited with the Burkitts as they were beginning to plan 
for the big family Thanksgiving dinner. Traditionally, this 
meal is held at the homeplace, the house where the Burkitts 
have lived for many generations. 

This home is now occupied by the three Burkitt sisters. 
The two brothers each have a home for their own families 
on an acre of land at either side of the large, white frame 
farmhouse. 

The wonderfu! feeling of living and giving flows from one 
house to the other. The children will even sleep in any one 
of the three houses and still feel “safe at home.” 


After much happy and excited talk, we all agreed that any- 
one .... but ANYONE... . could make a room beautiful 
by spending money! But how could we manage to make this 
room beautiful and feastive without spending money? That 
was the challenge . . . . the acid test! 

Just as there are no “homely babies” there are no “ugly

rooms.” Somehow and somewhere within those four walls 
there is a hidden charm that can be exposed—or a decora- 
tion that will conceal an eyesore. 

I asked permission to roam through the house and the 
farm. It was a gay parade, with the women and children each 
drawing my attention to the places and things they loved 
most. Together, we tested everything we looked at to see 
what idea it would suggest to us for a new use or new ar- 
rangement. 

Any number of things in the house and barns had “possi- 
bilities.’ Here are a few of them. ... . 


@ A wooden chopping bowl, weighted with fruits to 
make it tip forward, and a few strands of ivy trailing around 
will change a lifeless buffet table into a picture of holiday 


cheer. 


@ A colorful china soup tureen, whose cover was lost or 
broken, can be potted with ferns around a small orange 
juice glass. Add seasonal flowers or berries into the little 
glass and you have a delightful decoration for the hall table 


@ Even three lowly milk bottles, each covered in a solid- 
color plastic place mat, suddenly emerge as handsome 
modern containers for large sprays of leaves. 

The family rounded up what they thought we could use, 
and we gathered in the “old kitchen”. . . . the kind of room 
that surely must have been the inspiration for today's popu- 
lar living-kitchens. 

It was to be my pleasant task to bring out the hidden 
charms of this room built of cedar logs in 1700 and warmed 
by a large stone fireplace. 

We began our decorating with the antique clock which 
was firmly anchored to the center of the mantel, using it, 
as garden-clubbers use a “focal point,” for emphasis. A 
daisy-shaped wheel of black iron (used originally for meas- 
uring the spokes on carriage wheels, and found in the stor- 
age bin of an old barn) became a one-of-a-kind ornament to 
the right of the clock. 

The colorful heads of millet, the lantern-like pods and 
the delicate pink berries, used lavishly around the clock 
and iron wheel, grew for the pickin’ in the fields and woods 
around the farm. Not one penny spent! 

The dinner was a traditional one for this harvest feast- 
day, starting with hot, spiced tomato juice served in cups 
in the living room. Golden, fragrant turkey with giblet and 
chestnut stuffing did double duty as the main dish and 
the beginning of the lovely table decoration, beautifully 
symbolizing the spilling of harvest fruit, flowers and vege- 
tables. 

Chosen for glowing color and succulent flavor were yellow 
squash with cheese sauce, green beans with almonds and a 
holiday apricot salad. 

The crown of any meal is dessert and this one was a 
star-maker . . . . warm fruit cake and cold boiled custard 
lovingly made from old recipes handed down from their 
ancestors, the Battle family of Virginia, and cherished by the 
Burkitts of Tennessee. (Please turn the page for recipes.)

You'll get handsome blooms the first 
year, from late spring to November . . . and the more you 
cut them, the more blooms you'll have. Sixty percent of 
roses grown in American gardens today belong to this 
class. There are climbers as well as bush form in this group. 


@ Floribundas. They're real show-offs! Big production is 
a floribunda trait, and they offer the color and excitement of 
a circus. All season they keep sending up new shoots, each 
topped by a loose cluster of buds that bloom into a bouquet 
all its own. Use them for a brilliant bed, border for an 
open porch or patio, or as a flowering hedge. Climbers will 
be found in this type also. 


@ Grandifloras. They have the same long, strong stem 
for cutting as the hybrid tea plus the clustered growth 
and mass of bloom of the floribunda. They're perfect for 
fences, bush roses or specimen plants . . . are suitable for 
cutting and flower throughout the season. 

@ Climbers. Present day climbers are large flowered and 


healthy, and their period of blooming has been increased 
through hybridization.

of varieties bloom frequently all sum- 
mer. . They can be trained on a fence, 
wall, building or post, and may reach 
12 or 15 feet in height. 

If you want to grow the biggest— 
and best—roses ever, start with strong 
plants. That way, beginners have the 
same fair start as old hands. Here's 
how reputable growers grade roses: 

Grade No. 1: two years old; three 
or more strong branches, 12 to 18 
inches in length; roots well branched 
and unshriveled; generally dormant. 
Necks should not be split or scarred; 
buds should be plump. 

Grade No. 1%: plant has two or 
more strong canes, but is otherwise 
like Grade No. 1; used for pot roses 
or regular planting. 

Grade No. 2: one main branch 
and one or more smaller ones; a good 
root system in proportion; used es- 
pecially for potting. 

When buying ungraded roses, make 
sure they're two years old and from a 
reliable, reputable company which of- 
fers a guarantee, and names the roses. 
Culls are never identified by name. 


Patented Roses are those that have 
been propagated vegetatively by bud- 
ding or cutting. Naturally they are 
Grade No. | and more expensive. 

If you want roses that bloom and 
bloom, plant them properly and give 
them regular care. Directions for 
planting will come with your roses. 
Follow them carefully. When the di- 
rections say prepare a hole large 
enough for the roots, that means to 
dig a deep, roomy hole, mounding the 
bottom and fanning the roots down 
over the mound for a good spread. 

As for care . . . success begins with 
rich, porous and well-drained soil. 
The planting spot should get sun at 
least half a day and shouldn't be too 
near food-and moisture-robbing trees 
and shrub roots. 

In early spring, after danger of 
freezing is past, rake mulch away to 
give soil a chance to warm up evenly; 
later, put the mulch back to cut down 
on weeding. Canes killed during the 
winter should be cut back to live 
wood. When new shoots are 6 inches 
long, feed the plant with a 5-10-5 fer- 
tilizer. Water it an inch each week 
and use rose dusts and sprays for pre- 
vention of disease and insects. Be 
sure to treat both tops and bottoms of 
leaves. In the summer, feed two or 
three times during the season.

HOUSEWORK has been defined as 
“Something you do that no one no- 
tices has been done—unless you don’t 
do it.” 

Cooking, too, can be something you 
do that no one particularly notices— 
same old things over and over. Try- 
ing a new recipe makes cooking more 
fun for the cook, and if your family 
has gotten so they take your cooking 
for granted, at least you'll get a re- 
sponse from them—be it good or bad! 

Many women say that they wouldn’t 
mind the cooking if someone else 
would think of what to have. 

Therefore, first of all this month I 
want to give you a menu (good enough 
for company) which is my favorite 
“do-it-all-ahead-of-time” menu. All 
you do at the last is heat the meat and 
vegetables and homemade rolls, ar- 
range the salad on lettuce leaves—and 
plug in the coffee! 


Rump roast with barbecue sauce 
(can be cooked the day before). 


Asparagus, cheese and almond cas- 
serole (can be cooked the day before). 


Stuffed baked potatoes (can be 
cooked the day before). 


Congealed fruit salad (can be pre- 
pared the day before). 


Homemade rolls (can be cooked 
earlier in the day). 

Chess pie (can be cooked the day 
before). 

The recipes for most of these dishes 
have been in this column earlier this 
year. 

About the homemade rolls — we 
learned a trick from a caterer. She 
cooks the rolls—allowing them to 
barely brown—in the morning. She 
butters them and places them again 
in the pan and covers them with waxed 
paper. Just before serving, she runs 
them in the oven long enough to heat 
thoroughly. You cannot tell that they 
aren’t freshly baked. 


Mississippi Lemon Pie 


3 egg whites— 
stiffly beaten 

1 cup whipped 
cream 

3% cup vanilla 
wafer crumbs 


3 egg yolks— 
slightly beaten 
Juice and rind of 

1 lemon 
24 cup sugar 
Pinch salt 


Combine the slightly-beaten yolks, 
lemon, sugar and salt in a saucepan.

Parrot fever 
from turkeys, too 


PARROT fever, or psittacosis, has 
been known for a generation as a 
serious, though uncommon, infectious 
disease due to a virus, wherein the pa- 
tient develops a high fever, cough, 
generalized weakness and shortness 
of breath. At first, it was thought that 
parrots, parakeets and canaries har- 
bored the disease and that man caught 
the disease from these birds. Later it 
was discovered that the disease could 
be caught also from pigeons, ducks, 
chickens and seagulls. 

Recently, turkeys have been found 
to have the disease and to transmit it 
to man. In Texas, out of 201 cases 
of psittacosis reported in 1954, 190 
were blamed on turkeys. The risk 
seems to be chiefly among workers 
who dress turkeys in processing plants. 


Bats and Rabies 


OVER four years ago we reported 
that rabies could be transmitted by 
bats and that such infected bats had 
been known to attack people without 
provocation. Since the rabies virus 
was first isolated from bats in 1953, 
there have been 19 states to report 
the discovery of rabid bats. At least 
two human deaths have resulted from 
the bites of such animals. 

A bat bite calls for anti-rabies treat- 
ment unless it can be definitely proved 
that the bat did not harbor the deadly 
rabies virus. 


A Kentucky Story 


CHRISTMAS, 1809, was a great day 
for medical science, for on that holi- 
day a Kentucky doctor, Ephraim Mc- 
Dowell, performed for the first time 
a successful scientific abdominal op- 
eration. With crude equipment he re- 
moved a 20 pound tumor of the ovary 
from an attractive Kentucky belle. 
Mrs. Jane Crawford, the patient, de- 
serves credit, too, for riding 60 miles 
by horseback to undergo major surg- 
ery. She is reported to have sung 
hymns during the operation (anes- 
thetics were then unknown), was out 
of bed in five days and lived on for 
almost a third of a century. 

A commemorative postage stamp 
honoring Dr. McDowell will be issued 
in December, 1959.

I dreamed I saw a Police State ... 


1 HAD A DREAM: 

I dreamed I was in a beautiful city, set in the splendor 
of a flawlessly perfect, sunny day in late summer .. . 

It was a city much like our own capital—with a monu- 
ment to the country’s Washington rising above the profile 
cut by other buildings; and with the round dome honoring 
another of the nation’s founders shining white over the tree- 
tops beside a peaceful river. There was even a towering 
capitol, standing like a giant rock at one end of the town .. . 

The time had to be in the distant past—or in the future. 
Because today there are no conquering heroes; and on the 
day of my dream, a dictator was to parade the streets— 
for the first time . . . 

It could have been one of the many. times in history when 
cities have been taken without a shot being fired. For on 
this day, the only shots heard were the roars of cannons 
booming out a 21-gun salute . . . 

I saw the procession enter the gates of the city from the 
military post, where the ruler first came to insure safe ar- 
rival—and I saw throngs of people lining the streets to watch 
him make his grand entrance .. . 

I saw the peoples’ president, as he sat solemnly quiet and 
subdued beside the invader. And I saw the dictator wave 
condescendingly to the people .. . 

I saw the black-uniformed capital police do their job 
with ruthless efficiency, as they manned their posts—one 
every 8 feet on each side of the victory path. I saw them 
shove men and women with their clubs. I saw them insult 
curious onlookers. I saw them collar people for arrest be- 
cause they wore black armbands of mourning. . . 

I saw them puncture balloons because they didn’t approve 
of the color; and take a man’s baggage away from him be- 
cause they didn’t like the sticker it carried. And I saw this 
mighty police force keep citizens who wanted to protest 
with signs completely away from the “line of march.” .. . 

I saw the country’s military forces parade majestically be- 
fore the new arrival; and military policemen strutting like 
roosters up and down the parade route. I spotted but a few 
of the thousands of secret, plainclothes agents. But they were 
there, roving the crowds—watching. And listening . . . 

I saw military bands stationed along the way; heard them 
play the peoples’ favorite songs to make them cheer. And 
I heard them blast out their brassy noises loud and long at 
special times—to drown the ringing of church bells, sounded 
here and there in the distance by some lonely “crack pots”. . 

I saw what a controlled press is like; with newspapers too 
scared, too weak or too stupid to tell the truth about protest 
meetings in the city—or to print protests of their own. I saw 
demonstrations against the invading murderer deliberately 
squelched from the news by mutual agreement. And I saw 
questions about his own propaganda machinery omitted in 
“the Butcher's” session with the local press . . . 
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I saw little children turned out to be led in cheers for 
the “hero.” And literally thousands of government workers 
away from their desks to take part in the ceremonies . . . 

I saw the people applauding. Some cheered loudly, and 
waved. I saw some stand frustrated, waiting to see what 
others would do. I saw some slump silently—and watch. 
And cry. And I saw some bow their heads, as if they 
talked quietly with God... 

All these things I saw in my dream—as I walked through 
the streets of a city that must once have been the proudest 
capital in the World. 

BUT IT WASN'T A DREAM, after all. This was Nikita 
Khrushchev, come to Washington, U.S.A. 


The night before he came—-sitting around a big table in 
a basement restaurant in Washington—several of us listened 
with open mouths as a young American military officer ex- 
plained the methods of Communist domination. He knew 
his stuff—he'd had the full treatment as a prisoner of war 
in Korea. ’ 

He said the Commies use the same approach, whether 
dealing with nations or individuals. It’s always four steps 
to control: (1) Infiltration, (2) Intimidation, (3) Neutraliza- 
tion, (4) Domination. 

He went on to explain that America has long since been 
infiltrated with agents; and we have been intimidated to the 
“brink” since the “cold war” started. Now (according to the 
scheme) we are ready to be neutralized—tiulled into a feeling 
that Russia doesn’t want war; and “sold” the idea that 
conflict must be avoided.
